61.5% of Freshman 

students do. 

But are standardized 

tests really that bad? 

38.5% of Freshmen don’t 
think so. The tests are set up 
and given to see how "much 
students are actually learning and 
comprehending. 

The only test that currently 
determines anything is the Istep 
test that is taken in the fall. The 
Freshman Istep test is really only 
a pretest for the Sophomore Istep 
which decides if you can graduate 
or not. In the fall of the 
Sophomore year the students in 
10th grade take the Istep test with 
fellow 10th graders. The test 
results usually come back the 
week before winter break. If you 
pass the test you get to sleep in 
the next two years while all the 
other students take the Istep. If 
you don’t pass then you have a 
total of four more chances to pass 
before you can graduate. 

A new idea that the school is 
trying is to give out waivers to a 
senior that shows that they are 
trying to do better on the Istep 
test. A waiver can be issued to a 


senior who takes part in a 
remedial class after school. The 
class meets for about two weeks 
until about four o’clock Monday 
through Friday. 



The Core 40 test is all on the 
computer. The timer starts when 
you answer the first question. 
There is a math and an English 
portion to this test. The Core 40 
test may become a requirement 
to recieve a Core 40 or Academic 
Honors diploma within the next 
few years. It is taken by the 
junior class but at this point in 
time does not determine 
anything.

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CULP - The business academy at 
Portage High school includes classes 
that can be used both in everyday life 
and for students who plan to continue 
into business-related careers after high 
school. Basic business classes such as 
keyboarding and various computer 
application classes help students with 
projects in other classes. More advanced 
business classes such as marketing and 
management can help students with their 
own businesses. 

For instance, senior Radley 
Alcantara, who has aspirations to own 
several companies , find skills learned 
from business classes to be relevant in 
his own business, R2 Video Productions. 

The Banking and Credit class, 
advised by Mrs. Marissela Lynch, 
connects both the students of the class 
and the rest of PHS students with the 
“real world." Students in this class run 
the Student Credit Union, which can be 
found next to the bookstore before 
school and during lunch hours. The 
students gain knowledge and experience 
working as tellers at the SCU that they 
may use in other occupations. Also, any 
student of Portage High School may 
open up an account with the Student 
Credit Union and start saving their 
money - an essential part of life after 
school. 

“A Student Credit Union account can 
help students later in life by preparing 


them for their future banking accounts 
the will have as adults," junior Natalie 
Vahary and senior Everetle Foster say in 
agreement. “It teaches students how to 
open and close accounts, make 
withdrawals and deposits, endorse and cash 
checks, and it also helps students manage 
money on their own.” 

The skills learned through business 
classes can help in other classes as well. 
Beginning and Advanced Computer 
Applications deals in part with the 
program PowerPoint, a program often 
used by students in other classes for 
presentations. These classes also help 
with career goals of students. 

“I want to work for a large company 
in the advertising department," junior 
Anthony Donohue says. “It is fun to 
come up with new ideas to advertise and 
promote. Desktop publishing helps me 
to create new ideas.” 

As Mr. Bryan Lochmondy points out. 
business is an inescapable force. Speaking 
on business-related items of everyday life, 
he says. "We need to pay taxes, budget, 
be a wise consumer, communicate 
problems, save for emergencies, prepare 
for retirement, borrow money, invest, and 
have an occupation.”

The Family and Consumer Science 
academy, commonly abbreviated as 
F.A.C.S., helps students to grow as they 
learn important cooking skills, 
relationship skills, and child rearing 
skills. 

“I really enjoy teaching the students 
about children and how to communicate 
with them." states Mrs. Julie Goetz. “I 
am also able to teach them about a child 
and mother’s health during pregnancy." 

The teachers of the various F.A.C.S. 
classes are able to bring their real life 
experiences into their teaching 
curriculum, making for a much more 
beneficial learning experience for the 
students. 

“I try to share my life experiences 
when relevant, and ask my students to 
do the same,” explains Mrs. Sabrina 
Scroggin. “I always want my students 
to see the value of what they learn by 
applying the concepts into their own 
lives. 

The F.A.C.S. classes can lead 
students to several different career 
paths. One may choose to enter into 
the culinary field by entering into 
Nutrition and Wellness, as well as the 


subsequent Advanced Nutrition and Foods. 
One may prepare themselves for the 
wonders of child rearing through the Child 
Development class. Students are able to 
discover the fashion field throught the 
Fashion and Textiles classes. 

Every student, however, is able to 
benefit from the Adult Roles and 
Responsibilities class. In this class, seniors 
will build the knowledge and skills 
necessary for life after high school. 
Relationship skills are discussed and 
instilled into the students of this class. 

"F.A.C.S. classes teach important 
skills such as decision-making, 
communication, leadership, goal setting, 
and management of self and resources,” 
says Scroggin. “These skills are highly 
transferable in every aspect of life." 

The importance of F.A.C.S. classes 
are clearly seen by the students who 
choose to put them on their schedule.

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Concluding their season 
with an impressive finish of thirteenth 
in state, the boys soccer team ended 
their year with a close, disappointing 
defeat against Chesterton in the second 
round of sectionals. 

Despite the loss early into 
sectionals the team's regular season 
standings were remarkable. Varsity

In 1925, the Scopes 
Monkey Trial took place in Tennessee 
as a result of evolution being banned 
in public schools with the institution of 
the Butler Act.
